Pick up a newspaper almost any 


day now and you will find your- 
self, reading such 
contradictory 


^,items as these: 
"•' 
Item No. 1: Northern industry] 


is shifting to the South. 
Item No. 2: Bill Veeck says the 


reason he sold the Cleveland In- 
dians is, that was the only way he 
could realize a substantial profit 
out of his investment. 


(Vccck's exact words were: "The 


only way a man can make 
any 


big chunk of money under the pres- 
ent tax setup is to sell something 
he has created 
and to 
take ad- 


vantage of the capital gain pro- 
£ vision. 


("I could nave 
borrowed 
the 


money I needed in any one 
of 
several places, but I couldn't have 
paid it back in less than 20 years 
after taxes. I don't want my chil- 
dren to be in hock to a creditor.' - 
The items are contradictory, at 


least on the surface, because they 
make you wonder how the South is 
going to be developed industrially 
under an income tax schedule so 
prohibitively high that a man has 
to depend on a sale rather 
an 


A operating profit.

Well, the way this 
contradiction 


will resolve itself is this: The in- 
dustrial expansion will come along 
all right — but the high income 
tax will force it to assume 
the 


form of branch factories of exist- 
ing Northern 
companies, 
rather 


than new and independent com- 
panies originating in the South. 
This is a most irritating and un- 


just situation. It resembles every- 
thing else that the government has 
tried and fumbled — such as the 
maintenance of high tariffs 
to

from 


® colonial days, and the rigging of 
the railroad freight rate structure 
to help existing big factories ana 
cities and hurt new 'plants 
and 


new cities which threaten to rise 
up as competitors.

publisher from Alabama 
named

the South that New Deal income 
tax schedules would hurt it worse 
than any olhcr seclion — because

U. S. Consular Ward, 4 Others 
Released By Chinese Reds, 
Ordered Out of the Country 


Washington, Nov. 23 —(/P)—Angus 


Ward, the American consul gen- 
eral at Mukden, 
has 
been 
re- 
leased from jail by the Chinese 
communists and ordered out of the 
country. 


The communists 
also 
released 


four consulate 
aides 
who 
were 


jailed with Ward Oct. 24 on what 
the state d e p a r t m e n t called 
"trumped up" charges of beating 
and insulting two Chinese in 
a 


wage dispute.

The department announced to- 


day that it had received word oi 
the releases from Ward 
himself. 


It was the first direct word from 
the consul general in a month. 


In winding up what the depart- 


ment has denounced as their "bar- 
baric" treatment 
of 
Ward, 
the 


communists gave him a trial be- 
fore a "people's court." 
This court found them all guilty 
and meted out varying prison sen- 
tences. Then the Sentences 
were 


commuted to deportation. 
Ward, 56-year-old veteran diplo- 


mat, made his report in a 
tele- 
phone conversation with American 
Consul General O. Edmund Clubb 
at Peiping. Clubb rushed the infor- 
mation to Washington. 
Ward said that the other four 
men and he were "up and about. 
The state department instructed 
lubb to tell Ward 'iihat he and 
s entire staff are to depart from 


Mukden forthwith."
